political speech. He indorsed the plat- 
form, and said whoever was on the 
ticket should have his support. If he 
was nominated and elected, he would 
give to the high trust his bent éxer- 
tions and would endeavor to live so he 
should never be ashamed te look any 
attorney or client in the face. His 
only inspiration was his own con- 
science, and whatever might be mesnt 
by other references he had 20 eye 
tor.

41 Disastrous Flood. 
PLAINFIELD, N. J., September 23. 
It has been raining continually for 

eighteen hours and the streams are 


much swollen. The streets are full of 
water and the damage to property is 
heavy. At 1:30 Grove street bridge 
over Green brook in this city, suddenly 
gave way while crowded with people 
watching the flood. Six persons were 
rescued, but a number itis believed 
have perished. Both dams at Scotch 
Plains are washed out, and the water 
is four, feet deep in the streets of the 
village. 


A Big Fire at Susanville, 
SusaNvILLE, September 23. 

About 2 o'clock this morning a 
fire was discovered in a warehouse 
in the rear, of Blom & Alexander's 
store, which soon spread, destroying 
the buildings of two entire blocks of} 
the business portion of the town, in- 
cluding the whole of Chinatown. The 
probable loss is over $150,000. 


—A large fire broke out at Fort 
Smith, Ark., last night in the business 
part. of the town. At last accounts 
a dozen buildings had been consumed. 


—A Rondo (Ontario) special says: A 
side-wheel steamer, name unknown, 
went ashore last Wednesday night four 
miles off Rondeau light, Lake Erie, 
and became a total wreck.
